Reasons for Allowance 

1.1 The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 50-98 are allowed for the following reason/s: The instant application is deemed to be 
directed towards a non-obvious improvement over the invention patented in U.S. Patent 
No. 4167305 to Ichiba et al. 

1.2 Claim 50 is allowed because the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to 
disclose or render obvious a coating for an optical fiber fabricated from a thermoplastic 
material which has a Vicat point higher than 85 degrees Celsius and a modulus of elasticity 
below 1 50Mpa at room temperature.
